NO SNAP JUDGMENT. 

Senator Tillman correctly opposes the 
jingoistic sentiment which would proceed at 
once to the building of huge armaments 
without regard to the fact that we have yet 
to learn the true Iessons of the European 
war. 

It is impossible to say just what the 
murderous squabble in Europe will teach us 
as to the science of warfare, on sea as well 
as.on land. Some of the experts, and we 
begin to distrust experts, claim the dread- 
naught has been discredited, and that the 
submarine rules supreme. Others, just as 
well certified, declare that the decision is 
yet to be made between the two types of 
vessels. Certainly, while the submarine has 
played a spectacular part in the European 
war, it has by no means accomplished what 
its hard and fast partisans have been claim- 
ing for it. : 

The same uncertainties apply to warfare 
on land. The gigantic German siege guns 
seem to have introduced a new element, 
though our own country has two at Panama 
that are larger. The question as to whether 
open or closed formation is most effective 
in fighting is yet to be settled. The closed 
formation takes enormous toll of life, but 
the Germans) claim compensating advan- 
tages for it. 

To say that we must recast our entire 
methods of offensive and defénse upon the 
strength of theories yet to be proved is to 
go a long way toward freakdom. It is all 
right to remodel the army upon the lines 
of the militia pay bill. We should have done 
that; out of simple common sense, if Europe 
had never fired a gun. But as for the rest, 
the huge navy and the big fleets of aircraft, 
business common sense dictates a policy of 
deliberation. 

Most people, in their fright at what may 
happen after the conclusion of the war, for- 
get that it will take the victor some time to 
recuperate and strike a blow at this coun- 
try, granted the desire to do so. In the 
meantime, what would wa be doing? The 
American people have a reputation for quick 
preparedness. That is a distinct asset, as 
well as the fact that we will not be finan- 
cially exhausted by the war. It is a good 
thing -to keep jone’s head in times of emer- 
gency, and itis not even an emergency that 
confronts us. 


CITY MEN ON THE FARM. 

The Massachusetts board of agriculture 
has been trying some experiments as to the 
placing-of city men on the farm, with rather 
unfortunate results. In many cases the men 
were unfit for hard physical labor. In others, 
they lacked the elemental training which 
must be the asset of even|a farm hand. In 
others, they wearled of the monotony and 
preferred to take their chances in the city. 

The trouble'with this experiment, as with 
a.good many other American economic and 
sociological experiments, with good intent, is 
that they are founded on superficial study of 
conditions and of human nature. For in- 
stance, for every man that makes an abso- 
lute failure on the farm there are one or two 
farmers who give up in despair in the city. 
It is tempting to be benevolent by rule of 
thumb. It is more effective to secure forms 
based on bedrock and not the quicksand of 
emotion. 

There is opportunity and room on the 
farm for the city man, as there are oppor- 
tunity and room in the city for the farm boy. 
3ut the cases|' must be selected. The city 
man accustomed to bending over a desk for 
nine or ten hours cannot expect to take his 
savings of $1,000, or his capital of mere en- 
thusiasm, and record success, simply because 
he wills to do so. And the farm boy cannot 
expect to take his stock in trade of health 
and brawn and vim, and go swiftly to the 
top in the city) without other aids. 

The secret lof it all is training and expe- 
rience. 
men who have|come from the country to the 
city and made their fortunes. They did not 
achieve success in the twinkling of an eye. 
They did not despise humble beginnings. All 
of them, to the very last, drudged, sometimes 
in menial capacities. They met rebuffs and 
conquered them. That is why suc- 
ceeded, and it|is why they would have suc- 
ceeded had they remained on the farm.

THE MINUTE-MEN MYTH. 


(From The New Republic.) 

We have all been taught in our schoo! 
histories that the minute-men of Lexington 
and Concord performed prodigies of valor. 
Emotionally we are convinced that all an 
American citizen need to do is to take down 
his gun and shoot the presumptuous invader 
of our shores. 

Let us examine the historical truth that 
underlies this myth. What, as a matter of 
fact, were the minute-men of ‘the revolu- 
tion? They were citizens-at-large whom the 
provincial congresses and ‘the committees of 
safety of 1774 instructed to keep their pow- 
der horng filled and hold themselves in read- 
iness to shoot Britishers. They had had no 
military drill, and no practice except in 
shooting Indians and amall game. 

They went down to defeat after defeat; 
they were chronically undersupplied with 
ammunition: they were hardly more than an 
armed rabble until men like Lafayette and 
DeKalb took them In hand, and until untold 
and unnécessary hardships turned them into 
seasoned troops. They came well within the 
modern definition of snipers 
tireurs.

UNDER WATER AN HOUR.

A new feature was introduced at the 
second exposition of safety and santtation 
in Grand Central Palace last evening when 
@ young woman remained under water for 
one hour and ten minutes to demonstrate 
the efficacy of the lung motor, a mechanical 
respirator to restore normal breathing in 
cases of drowning, strangulation from gases 
or smoke, narcotic polsoning and asphyxia- 
tion.

With 
the iphaling device strapped over her 
mouth she descended to the bottom of a 6- 
foot glass-front tank and remained stretch- 
ed on the bottom while the watches regis- 
tered an hour and ten minutes, breathing 
the air pumped to her by Dr. Boother oper- 
ating the lung motor.

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S. Christy Meal, secretary of the Mer- 
chants’ association of New York city, and 
one of the leading authorities updén the la- 
bor situation, said this morning that he es- 
timated that approximately 450,000 wage 
earners, almost all of them ‘of good habits, 
are now out of employment in New York 
city. When he was asked if he believed that 
this was due to the war in Europe he in- 
stantly replied that but for the war in Eu- 
rope the situation would have been worse. 
The Merchants’ association, In co-operation 
with an organization of which Judge B. H. 
Cary, of the United States steel corporation, 
is chairman, is now seeking diligently for 
the means of releiving temporarily the great 
distress which prevails The situation is 
peculiarly pitiful because so many of those 
wh re out of employment are persons who 
are reasonably proud and who do not want 
to accept charity, seeking only some em- 
ployment which will enable them to pav 
their way from day to day. Mr. Mead was 
inclined to think that some portion of this 
distress may be traced to excessive or dras- 
tic legislation which affects business, for 
that has sna‘ apital timid and therefore 
has tended nafroere 0 industrial activity. 

At one of the Fifth avenue churches 
there is furnished every @ay an object les- 
s0n which appeals to the sympathy of all 
who have opportunity to read that lesson. 
There is a large basement in this church and 
it seemed to the rector that it might be 
conveniently utilized so as to furnish some 
aid to those who are in actual distress. He 
made appeal, therefore, to persons whom he 
knew were of kindly disposition and raised 
a& purse of some $3,000. The basement was 


for those who applied for aid Work was 
found for them. Much of it was in tha form 
of - bandage making or other accessories of the 
Red Cross or similar organizations. The 
workers are pafd at the rate of 10 cents an 
hour and are permitted to work five hours a 
day. They receive at the noon hour a sub- 
stantial luncheon—soup and coffee with 
. bread and butter—and this is reckoned as a 
part of their pay. So small a sum as 50 
cents is gladly received. It: enables those 
who get the money and who have no homes 
to secure lodging for a night and to 
something for breakfast and supper. For 
those who have families, 59 means at 
least some food. , 

So successful has this undertak! 
itself to be that it is the intention to en- 
large the work so that as many as three 
hundred can secure dailv employment of 
this modest kind. Almost all of th who 
have applied for work are persons who 
plainly were accustomed to the refinements 
of life, but who shrunk from asking fo 
charity and who felt that their self-respect 
was maintained if they worked and received 
even as small an amount as 60 cents a 
for that work. Some of them were young 
men of education, graduates of colleges... who 
have been in dire distress. 

Other ways of amelloration 
and in a form which will make it possible 
to maintain self-respect being perfected 
in this city, and there is now the hope that 
with the fulfillment of the 
creased industrial activity this distress ma: 
away.
